Mary Slessor, the White Queen 
of Okoyong 

IN A LOWLY HOME in the City 
of Aberdeen a little girl was 
wont to play school and had as 
her imaginary pupils little black 
girls and boys, Slie diearned of some 
day going to a country far away and 
teaching real black boys and girla. 
This girl was Mary Slessor. 

A dark shadow came into her life 
and made her unhappy.

But 
death visited the home and this 
caused much sorrow; her father also 
hegan to drink, anil poverty soon 
made itself apparent.
